Cutting Scrape at the Farm- 


ers' Hotel Last Night. 


Jesse Jackson, of Otway, Badly Cut 


by Notorious "Jack" Parker. 


And Had a Close Call for His Life- 


Parker Arrested and May Again 


Go to the Penitentiary. 


There was a serious cutting scrape 


at the Farmers hotel, on Market 
street. Wednesday.* as the result of 
which" Jesse Jackson, of Otway, came 
very near losing his life. 


He was badly cat atxmt the face 


by -Mack" Parker, a colored hostler, 
a* sharp knife being the weapon used. 


Jackson and a friend named Tom 


Eiley drove in from Otway Wednes- 
day afternoon and put up at the Far- 
mers1 hotel. Last night they began 
to "tank up", to use an expressive 
slang expression. Among those who 
chanced to be in the bar room^of the 
hotel was 'Jack'1 Parker, employed 
at Dice's livery stable as hostler. 
Jackson and Eiley bought beer galore 
for Parker and had him dancing and 
sinking for them. About half-past 
i ten" o'clock they gob into a row. 
Jackson says that trouble started over 
an allusion to Parker's trouble. A 
few words were .exchanged and then 
Jackson called 'Parker a liar. The 
latter, with sundry sulphurous oaths, 
swore that he was going to kill Jack- 
son and drew his knife. 
At this point John Prior, the bar- 


keeper, interferred. 
He did not pro- 


pose to have any trouble in his place 
of business if he could help it and so 
he grabbed Parker and rushed him 
toward the door. Parker made a 
vicious lunge at him with the knife, 
cutting his shirt sleeve but: not in- 
juring him. Prior let go then and 
Parker slashd viciously at Jackson 
witn his knife. 


The point of the knife caught Jack- 


son in the temple and ripped a gash 
several inches long. An artery was 
sevred and the wound bled profusely. 
Jackson smashed Parker over the 
head with a chair and then dropped 
fainting to the floor. 


Several physicians were called and 


they had great difficulty in stopping 
the"flow of blood. They finally suc- 
ceededj|and today Jackson wa.= able to 
go home. 


Parker was Immediately arrested 


and is now in the city prison, await- 
ing trial. He has served a term in 
the penitentiary and is regarded as a 
desperate character when he is drink- 
ing. 
His arrest recalls his sen- 


sational assault on the McDowell 
family some years' ago. 
For this 


crime he was tried, convicted and 
given a long sentence in the peni- 
tentiarj.
